Bangor, Me., April2.—One of the mos 


Important railroad transactions in th 
history of Maine, involving the liquida 
tion cf bonds to the amount of $1,225,00 
and the release of the city qf Bango 
from a bonded debt ,of $925,000, was com 
pleted Saturday. In this connection, th 
long-famous Banger and- Biscataqui 
Railroad company will cease fo,exis£. 
- The Bangor. and Pisea^aquis railroa 
was begun in 1869, and, first reachin 
from Old town to Dover, was at different 
times extended to Guilford, Biancharc 
and, finally, in 1883,.to..Greenville, at the 
foot of Moosehead lake. ;;I=n;l$92-the road 
passed to the control of the Bangor anc 
Aroostook Railroad company by lease 
and now, by the. terms of a recent con- 
tract with the city of Bangor, the prin- 
cipal bondholder, the road becomes the 
property of the Bangor and Aroostool 
Railroad company. 


To aid in the construction of .the. Ban- 


gor and Piscataquis railroa-d, the city 
of Bangor loaned its CEedit.to the extent 
of $925.000, that is, the city issued and 
turned over to the railroad -...company 
municipal bonds to that amount, taking 
as collateral the bonds of the :milrbad 
company t? an equal amount. From the 
proceeds of the sale of the city bonds a 
good part of the money was raised with 
which the railroad was built. 


^Now the Bangor and Aroostook com- 
pany takes up the Bangor and Piscata- 
quis bonds held by the.city as collateral 
for. the ci^y bonds, and the city makes 
up its own bonds. The Bangor anJ 
Aroostook company also take up the 
1300,000 in bonds issued to build the ex- 
tension from -Blanchard1 io«Moosehead 
lake, making a total of Wli225,000 in 
bonds liquidated. The extension bonds 
referred to are held mostly by individ- 
ual firms.

Been In Poor Health For Past 


Three Years. 


The community will be shocked to 


learn of tbe sudden and unexpected 
death of Bear Admiral C. C. Carpenter 
D. S. X., retired, which occurred at Box- 
bury, Mass, sometime during Sat- 
urday night. 


He left this city several weeks ago 


for his health and was under treatment 
at a hospital there. 


It was well-known to many of his in 


timate friends that he had been suffer- 
ing for a number of years and his death 
was due to the disease which bad been 
undermining his health for BO long a 
time. 


Fall particulars of his death have not 


as yet been received in this city but 
members of the family left on Sunday to 
bring his remains here. 


Bear Admiral Charles C. Carpenter 


was born in Leyden, Franklin county, 
Massachusetts, Feb. 27tb, 1834. Ap- 
pointed midshipman from Massachu- 
setts, October 1,1850; attached to sloop 
"Portsmouth," Pacific squadron, 1851- 
55: Naval Academy 1855-56. Promoted 
to passed midshipman, June 20, 1856; 
steam-frigates ''Merriaac, "Boanoke," 
"Colorado," and "brig Dolphin," home 
squadron and special service, 1856 58, 
the last-named 
capturing slave-brig 


"Echo," with 300 slaves on board; in 
receiving-ship at Boston, 68-69. 
"Commissioned ss lieutenant, January 
23,1858; steamer "Mobawk,"coast of Cu- 
ba 1859-60; capturing slaver "Wildfire," 
with 5t'0 slaves on board; steamer "Mo 
hawk," Texas and East Gulf blockade, 
1861; steamer "Flag," South Atlantic 
blockade, 1862; capturing steamers 
"Anglia" and "Emily." Commissioned 
as 
lieutenant-commander, July 16, 


1862; Iron-clad "Catskill," South At- 
lantic blockading squadron, 1863; at- 
tacks on defenses of Charlestown, April 
7, July 10, and August 17, 1863; Naval 
Academy, 1863-65; steam-sloop "Hart- 
ford ."flagship Asiatic squadron, 1866 67; 
commanding 
steamer 
"Wyoming," 


same squadron, 1868; navy-yard, Ports- 
mouth, N, H., 1868-70. 


Commissioned as commander, March, 


1869; nary yard, Portsmouth, N. H, 
1871; commanding -'Nantasket" (third 
(rate,) North Atlantic station, 1871-72, 
equipment duty, Portsmouth, N. H., 
187275; commanding "Huron" (third 
rate,) North Atlantic station, 1875-76, 
uavy yard, Portsmouth, Is. H., 1878; 
torpedo station 
1878; 
navy yard, 


Portsmouth, N. H., 1879-80. 


Commissioned as captain, March 25, 


1880; on equipment duty, Boston yard, 
1880 82; commanding U. S steamer 
Hartford,1882-&4;carried the English and 
American scientists from Callao to Caro- 
lina Atoll, to observe the total eclipse of 
the sun, in 1883; commanding U. 8. 
receiving ship Wabasb, 1888; navy 
yard, Portsmouth, N. H., Juoe 2, 1890, 
as captain of the navy yard; command- 
ant, same station, Sept. 13, 1890, reliev- 
ing Commodore Joseph Skerrett. Com- 
missioned commodore, May 17, 1893, at 
this navy yard, and rear admiral, No- 
vember 11, 1894. 


He was in command of the Asiatic 


squadron during the Japanese and Chi- 
nese war Avhere he rendered valuable 
service to this government, being high- 
ly commended in his actions during 
that period. 
He retired from active 


duty February 26, 1896, after seventeen 
years and seven months of sea duty and 
eighteen yeara and eight months of 
shore duty. During the Spanish war 
he \vas called into active service again 
as commandant of the Portsmouth navy 
yard. 


A citizen of Portsmouth by adoption, 


it is unnecessary to tell of the esteem in 
which he WAS held by all vho knew 
him. 
He was an ideal official and was 


well liked and popular with all officers 
aud men under him whilo in command 
of ship or station.

Harry, in Chicago; Carroll, employed at 
Cramps' ship yard, Philadelphia; Dud- 
ley, passed assistant surgeon, U. S. N.,
